Owing to the success of sweet clove 
in certain sections of the West 
,a 
great deal of interest ha. been mani­ 
fested in it throughout Pennsylvania, 
particularly 
the eastern- 
part.

place of sweet clover in Pennsylvania 
farming has not yet been fully es­ 
tablished, but it is doubtful if it wil' 
ever be generally adopted except foi 
be special purposes and for special situa- 


known that the ninety per cent, in 
the marl is calcium carbonate while 
the sixty-five per cent in the lime is 
calcium oxide. 
It takes only fi 
r' • 
per cent, oxide to equal one hundred 
per cent carbonate, which means that 
the marl in que.-'tion is equivalent to 
only about fifty per cent of calcium 
oxide, and therefore of much less val­ 
ue as lime than a good hydrated lime 
which frequently analyses seventy per 
cent oxide. 


The law 
requires a correct 
state­ 
ment of analysis on the package and 
comparisons 
should be based on 
an 
intelligent interpretation of this anal­ 
ysis, being careful not to confuse the 
carbonate with calcium oxide. 


Good marl should be applied at the 
rate of fifteen hundred to two thou­ 
sand pounds per acix' to obtain best 
results. 
Its 
composition 
will 
give 
slightly greater immediate effects, but 
it cannot be used as a substitute for 
fertilizer, 
as is sometimes 
advised. 
Marl beds are likely to be found in 
most limestone sections, and for the 
sake of economy in liming, farmers 
should investigate and have analyzed 
any gray, ashy material which they 
lind along stream banks or in digging 
post holes or ditches.
